Some Additional Details of the Sickening 
Affair.

Another Resignation from the Republican 
State Central Committee. 


INI'RXDIIRV FIRE AT PORTLAND, OR. 


Death of a Clergyman from the Effects of 
a Rattlesnake Bite 


CALIFORNIA. 


The Oakland Horror Further Detail* of 
the Slrkenlnic AfTair. 
Oakland,- August ltith.—Three bodies, 
charred and burned so that resemblance to 
human form is almost lost—bodies of young 
and innocent children—lie at the morgue ana 
tell with more force than could words the 
story of an awful holocaust. Yesterday a 
family consisting of a husband and wife and 
four children, with a visitor, were spending 
the Sunday at the house on Second street, 
between Madison and Jackson. The father, 
James Kalaher, is an itinerant vegetable 
peddler. His wife, on free market days, sold 
potatoes from a wagon. The house was a 
little one-story shanty, with a eloping roof, 
and contained three rooms—a living room or 
f 
iarlor, a kitchen and a bed-room—the family 
iviug in a squalid way. The locality is near 
the arm of the bay known as Oakland creek, 
and marsh lots form the foreground of the 
view from the rear of the hovel. 
CHARACTER OK THE PA1IILT. 
The neighbors say that Mr. and Mrs. Kal­ 
aher were accustomed to celebrate the Sabbath 
by drinking quantities of beer, aud yesterday 
was no exception to the rule. They were 
known in the neighborhood as a turbulent 
and noisy family. Mrs. J. B. Fenton, who 
resides at the corner of- Derby and Fulton 
streets, Berkeley, arrived at the Kalaher res­ 
idence about noon yesterday, to spend the af­ 
ternoon and night there. Large quantities of 
beer must have been t .k u by the occupants, 
as shown by the bes t of circumstantial evi­ 
dence. 
A ROW IN TUB AFTERNOON. 
In the afternoon the family was visited by 
a Mr. and Mrs. Green, who live immediately 
next to the Kalahers, in a house of similar 
construction and equal squalor. During Mr. 
Green’s stay he called Mrs. Kalaher an of­ 
fensive name. and both he and his wife were 
expelled by Kalaher. 
DISCOVERY OF THE PIRE. 
The next scene in the tragedy occurred at 
a quarter past 10 ¡D the evening. Mrs. An­ 
tonio, who lives not far from the house, saw 
flames emerging from the Kalaher honse, 
and immediately ran towards it. Near the 
door she met Lizzie Kalaher running from 
the house and screaming. Mrs. Antonio im­ 
mediately ran aud gave the alarm. The 
vicinity was quickly occupied by a motley 
crowd and the screams of the little girl tell­ 
ing the horrible tale that there were living 
people in the house a number of men rushed 
in to save whom they could. 
RESCUE OP MRS. KALAHER AND CHILD. 
The house was enveloped in flames, but 
four men succeeded in bringing Mrs. Kalaher 
out of the house and took her to the houBe 
across the street. Jimmy Kalaher, six years 
of age, was rescued alive, but he was horribly 
burned and lived in terrible agony until 3 
o’clock this morning, when the spark of life 
fled. 
LITTLE CHILDREN BURNED TO DEATH IN BED. 
Eugene Kalaher, 5 years of age, was 
burned to death in bed. The youngest of the 
family, Annie, 2 years old, also was burned 
to death in bed, and the bodies were not re­ 
moved until the tire was extinguished. 
m rs. fen to n’s escape. 
Mrs. Fenton was awakened by tbe heat, 
and seeing the flames, jumped from the back 
window. Her feet and face are badly burned. 
Her arm had been broken some time ago, and 
in jumping she must have fallen on it and re- 
broke it. She was carried into a barn near 
at hand. She and Mrs. Kalaher wtre taken 
:his morning to a room in the brick store on 
the corner of Second and Broadway. 
KALAHERS WHEREABOUTS WHEN THE FIRE 
OCCURRED. 
At the time the fire broke out Kalaher was 
at tbe corner of Fourth and Broadway. He 
had met Green, and they were renewing the 
quarrel of the afternoon. The police were 
compelled to interfere to prevent a disturb­ 
ance. Kalaher was under the influence of 
liquor at the time. lie and Green were sepa­ 
rated and put in different houses. KalaSer 
broke away and again began a row, when he 
was taken to the city prison for safe keeping. 
PROGRESS OP THE FIRE. 
In the meantime the fire was crackling and 
blazing. The Department were promptly at 
the spot, but the house and those iu it were 
devoured, and it burned like a tinder-box to 
the ground. The house of Green is only 
about a foot distant, and only by complete 
saturation from the Fire Department hose 
was it saved. 
THE STORT OF THE SURVIVING CHILD. 
Lizzie, 8 years old, the only survivor of 
the four children, a bright-faced little girl, 
tells the only story that is known of the ori­ 
gin and circumstances of the fire. She says 
that she was lying awake on her bed in the 
sleeping apartment in which all were lying at 
the time. She was the only one awake. 
They had all been driukir.g, and she was 
afraid aud anxious. The first thing she saw 
was, using her own expression, a lamp jump 
up to the ceiliug and everything catch fire, 
rdie jumped up and threw a pail of water on 
the blaze, but it only- burned wone. She 
then rau out and screamed. 
WHAT CAUSED THE FIRE. 
This would indicate that, a lamp which had 
been left burning exploded ; but neither she 
nor Mrs. Antonio heard a report. When she 
threw water on the burning coal oil the oil 
naturally floated on top of the water, burn­ 
ing with as.much ferocity as before. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.] 
O akland, August loth.—Mrs. Fenton is 
dying. The physicians have given her up. 
Airs. Kalaher was removed to the City Hail 
this afternoon. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
Oakland, August 10th.—Mrs. Kalaher, 
mother of the three children burned to death 
last night, (lied from her injuries at 2:10 this 
afternoon. 
Another Resignation — M. D. Rornrk 
Severs Ills Connection w ith the Repub­ 
lican -late Fenlral t'om uilitce. 
S an F rancisco, August 16th.—It being 
rumored this morning in political circles that 
Alarcus D. Boruck had resigned from the 
Republican State Central Committee, of 
whose executive branch he was an active 
member, your reporter called upon tbe gen­ 
tleman to iscerta n the truth or falsity of the 
report. The ex-Secretary was found, and 
the following conversation took place : 
“ It is understood, Air. Boruck, that you 
have resigned from the State Central Com­ 
mittee ?” 
“ That is correct. I have.” 
“ What were your reasons for resigning ?” 
“ I resigned,” said the editor, “ because I 
wanted to get out.” 
“ Well, what did you want to get out for ?” 
was the next question asked. 
“ I decline to give my reasons. Aly posi­ 
tion will be fully defined in the next issue of 
my paper, and until then you newspaper men 
and the pnblic in general will have to content 
themselves in a state of blissful ignorance ; 
hut you may be assured of one thing, my rea­ 
sons are good.”

The Sprngne Ease Pel ilion Tor Exerntivr 
Interference. 
S an B uenaventura, August 16th.—The 
petition in circulation here praying for Exec­ 
utive interference in the case of Sprague, un­ 
der sentence of death for the murder of T. 
Wallace Alore, is receiving a great many sig­ 
natures throughout the county. The state­ 
ment made by Sprague on Saturday to a press 
reporter, that Jesse Jones, the principal wit­ 
ness whose testimony secured a conviction, 
afterwards recanted, and his statement in re­ 
gard to some other testimony, was strongly 
corroborated yesterday by a gentleman of 
high standing in the community, and yet 
who thoroughly believes that Sprague is 
guilty. Others who were familiar with the 
case also corroborate it, even while they do

The 
Executive is only a<ked to carefully examine 
thr case srd the matters presen'ed by coun­ 
sel, aud take su.-h action as seems wise and 
just.

The cylinder head was blown out aud the 
casting ruined. The engine is 2$-inch bore 
and 8 feet stroke, and will have to be replaced 
by a new one. The damage will not be less 
than 81,500, and will disable the steamer for 
25 days. 
A inan named August Aleyer, residing iu 
East Portland, was thrown from a horse last 
evening and sustained internal injuries which 
are deemed fatal. 
Jauies Rollins, who stabbed and killed 
“ Kelly the vag ” a few weeks ago, has been 
interviewed by a representati /e of the press. 
He is very sullen and f-w-spirited since real­ 
izing hue true situation. He says he was crazy 
with bad liquor when the deed was com­ 
mitted ; remembers having a quarrel with 
deceased, and of striking him, but did not 
intend to kill him ; says Kelly had pulled off 
his coat for the purpose of whipping him. 
Rollins is very much depressed, and spends 
most of his lime iu bewailing his hapless 
situation aud lamenting tbe deed. His trial 
will not come off until the November term of 
Court. 
A fire broke out early this morning at the 
corner of Front and Alarket streets, in the 
front portion of the large warehouse of New­ 
bury, Hawthorne & Co. The building was of 
wood, two stories high, and piled from top to 
bottom with agricultural machinery. The 
flames spread with wonderful rapidity, 
and in a very short time enveloped the 
eBtire warehouse. 
Owing to the hour 
and scarcity ot the water supply the engines 
did not get to work for fully ten minutes 
after the general alarm. The roofs of sev­ 
eral buildings standing adjacent caught tire, 
and before streams could be thrown upon 
them ivcre badly damaged. The warehouse 
and contents were wholly destroyed. There 
were fourteen buildings on the block, and 
seventeen families residing in the same. Two 
buildings were totally destroyed and eight 
baoly damaged. By reason of the fire four­ 
teen families were rendered homeless. Fol­ 
lowing is a fist of the losses and insurance:

lost 815 000 in agricu'tural implements ; in­ 
sured as follows: Hume Mutual.

S. Ros-1, loss 8100 ; no 
insurance. The warehouse belonged to Dr. 
J. C. Hawthorne. The fire was first discov­ 
ered at the front end of tbe warehouse on the 
outside of the building, and was uuJoubtedly 
the work of an incendiary.

A few days ago as E. AI. Preston, of the 
Citizens’ Bank, was counting over a num­ 
ber of S20 pieces, he noticed that one of 
them did not sound right. He weighed it 
and found it to be a genuine Government 
stamped 820 of the exact weight. But on 
close examination he discovered that it 
is stuffed. What is meant by a stuffed 
8*20 is a genuine 820 piece filled with other 
metal. The means used for filling coins 
with such is as follows : Tho piece of 
money is split <jn the edge and then a 
small drill is used for the purpose of boring 
a hole and taking out all the gold possible 
without doing too much damage to the 
coin. The hole is then stuffed with other 
metal and the exact amount as tho gold 
taken from the piece is inserted. The hole 
is then closed and so neatly mended that 
it requires close scrutiny to detect the 
flaw. The on’.y way they are generally 
discovered is owing to the dullness of the 
sound. A. D. Tower, Wells, Fargo k Co.’s 
agent, found a stuffed 8-5 piece this week 
among some money.

A New York correspondent recently i-s- 
ited tho factory whore Rogers’ fanu ub 
groups of statuettes arc made, and thus 
describes the process : The door opens into 
an apartment that seems tike a aaw-unll, 
piled with cords of sxwdust and the air 
thick with dust and plaster. A little fur­ 
ther on are utilinishc.l statuctter torsoes, 
so to speak- a horse without a head or 
tail, a Rip Van Winkle without a bior 
keg, a wedding parson lacking and the 
fair bride beheaded. “ How’s this’ ” 1 
asked. “ Well,” said the brevet bsss on 
deck at the time, "these arc only begun. 
Some of the groups are molded in a do?, n 
different pieces, an 1 then, they are put to­ 
gether by hand, the plastic clay beiug 
used as an adherent. 
Then I went 
up stairs with him and saw the molds. 
The material 
of these groups, as 
you know, is a composition of two 
or three superior sorts of plaster, or 
ground gypsum, with a mixture of silicious 
powder to improve its quality. This is 
mixed to the consistency of a thickish 
fluid, and run into molds of glue. This 
process is peculiar. 
Instead of being 
poured in all at once and left to set as iron 
is into a casting, it takes forty or fifty 
pourings to mako a statuette. The gyp­ 
sum gruel is poured In, washed around 
hastily in the mold, and poured out ; 
after standing a moment, the liquid is 
poured in again, washed around aud poured 
o u t; and this monotonous process is re­ 
peated over and over, for half or three- 
quarters of an hour, till, by slight accre­ 
tions, the statue is built up on the inside 
of the mold thick enough to cut off the 
glue. The statuettes are all hollow, but 
they are solid enough to be handled w ith 
safety. They are not very frangible, aud, 
when broken can l>e mended, as the mate­ 
rial all through is now of the same color 
as the surface.

ill-used them, and so utterly were their

rigbtB thrust out of sight that in

T H E 
SILV ER 
DOLLARS. 


J ust now attention is being called to the 
alleged profit of coining silver dollars, ac­ 
cruing to the Government. 
Such state­ 
ments are calculated to mislead the public. 
The real tru th is th at no m atter what 
show of profit on the coinage of silver may 
be exhibited, the whole operation is pro­ 
ductive only of loss and injury. 
On the 
.’10th of June there had been coined, since 
the passage of the Blaud-Allison bill, G3,- 
934,750 silver dollars of the eig'nty-eight 
cent variety. 
A t the same date there 
were in the Treasury 45,108,296 of these 
silver dollars, and "1S,S20,454 of them 
were in circulation, or locked up some­ 
where outside of the Treasury. 
The Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury has taken special 
and particular pains to get them into cir­ 
culation, and every attem pt has failed. 
On the other hand he has endeavored in 
every possible way to protect his gold re­ 
serve, but has been unable to prevent a 
steady drain of that metal. 
The silver 
organs have falsely asserted th at it is as 
difficult to keep gold in circulation as sil­ 
ver. 
The fact is th at while silver con­ 
stantly returns to the Treasury vaults, no 
m atter how often it is paid out, it is found 
impracticable to keep gold in the vaults. 
For example, on the first of last October 
there was §169,606,995 of gold in the 
Treasury. 
On the first of the present 
month it had declined to §126,145,427, 
showing a loss in nine months of $43,461,­ 
568. 
During the same period the silver 
had swelled from §31,559,870 to §45,108,­ 
296, 
showing a gain of $13,548,426. 
It 
must be 
remembered 
th at 
under 
the silver bill 
the Treasury 
¡3 
com­ 
pelled to purchase $2,000,000 of silver 
every month, and coin it, ami it ia in the 
process of coining th at the fictitious profit 
referred to in recent dispatches, appears. 
But the actual tendency of the whole pol­ 
icy is to force the gold reserve out of the 
Treasury, and to supply its place with 
silver, and if the Bland bill is not repealed 
it is only a question of time for this sub­ 
stitution to ba completed. 
The Govern­ 
ment is now, and ha3 for the last twenty- 
eight months been, engaged in buying sil­ 
ver with gold, and turning the silver into 
a depreciated and unpopular coin which 
nobody will tik e. 
Let this process go on 
without check, aud it is clear th at the 
last gold will presently have been expended 
in the purchase of silver, and th at with 
the disappearance of the gold reserve must 
come the gold premium, and the familiar 
but not less disastrous experience of a 
fluctuating and depreciated currency, both 
train and paper. 
B ut though this is per­ 
haps the most im portant question the 
country ha3 to deal with, neither party has 
had the courage to grapple it, and we are 
entering upon a momentous national can­ 
vass without any definite assurances from 
any source in regard to a subject which 
brooks uo delay, aud which ought to have 


b e en settled in accordance with the princi­ 
ples of enlightened finance long ago.

On the European continent it 
is usual for men who are intim ate friends 
to kiss one another, but this custom pre­ 
vails only among the ladies in this country 
and Great Britain. 
In the greater part of 
Germany it is an act of politeness to kiss 
the hand of a lady; but this privilege is 
allowed in Italy only to near relatives, 
«hile in Russia it is extended to the foie- 
head. 
In the East arid among the Selavic 
nations the character of salutations is quite 
different. 
The custom of throwing one's 
self upon the ground aiul kissing the feet 
of 
the 
monarch 
prevails 
among 
tie 
Persians. 
In 
China an 
inferior op, n 
horseback meeting a superior dismounts 
and « a its till the latter has passed. 
In 
Japan the inferior removes his sandals 
w hm meetmg his superior, crosses his 
hands by placing the right hand in the left 
sleeve, and with a slow, rocking-iiiotiori of 
the body, cries o u t: 
“ Augh! Augh I ’’ 
(Do uot hurt me). 
In Siam the inferior 
throws himself upon the ground before his 
superior, the latter scuds forward one of 
his slaves to see whether the former has 
been eating anything, or carries witli him 
any smell at all offensive. 
If he does, he 
is immediately kicked out, w ithout cere­ 
mony, but if uot the attendant raises him 
up. 
In Ceylon the inferior on meeting a 
superior throws himself upon the ground, 
repeating the name aud dignity of the lat­ 
ter, who appears to take little notice of 
the prostrate form as he passes it. 
Among 
some tribes of the American Indians the 
custom is to salute by rubbiug noses 
together. 
This 
custom 
is 
also 
com­ 
mon 
in 
the 
Friendly 
aud 
Society 
Islands, 
where it is returned by each 
taking the hand of the other and rubl ing it 
upon his own nose aud mouth. The Moors 
of Morocco ride at full speed at a stranger, 
as if they intended to run him down, and, 
on arriving near, suddenly stop and fire a 
pistol over his head. 
In the Pelew Islauds 
the inhabitants grasp cither the ham! or 
the foot of the one they wish to salute, 
and rub their faces against it. 
The Ara­ 
bians shake hands six or eight times, but if 
persons of distinction, they embrace and 
kiss several times, also kissing their own 
hand. 
Women persons of rank permit 
their fingers to be kissed, after a long re­ 
fusal. 
In Turkey it is the custom to place 
the hands upcn the breast and bow to the 
person saluted. 
They are perhaps the 
most affectionate in Burmali. 
Fancy the 
following : A gentleman meets a lady or 
another gentleman, and applies his mouth 
aud nose closely to their cheek and draws 
in his breath strongly, as if smelling a de­ 
lightful perfume with 
both 
nose and 
mouth. 
Hence in saying, “ Give me a 
kiss,” a Burmese would say, “ Give me a 
smell.”

The let­ 
ter says : “ It is my painful duty to inform 
yon of the death of our mutual friend, R. H. 
Penny. 
He died, as the inclosed notice will 
tell you, on the 13th of May. 
He left home 
to work some mines he had found some time 
before. 
I may say he worked himself to 
death. 
He left home for Iluanta about four 
months ago with his partner, got possession 
of the mine, and had got the water out ready 
to take out meta!, when he was seized with 
the sickness that carried him off.” The South 
Parijic Times, published at Lima, under date 
of June 29th, has the following notice of his 
death: 
“ The mail from the mountains brings us 
to-day the melancholy intelligence of the 
death of another of the little band of foreign­ 
ers closely identified with the wonderful 
works of the Oroya Railroad. 
On the 13th 
instant, at Huanta, in the Department of 
Ayacucho, Robert Hodge Penny died of con­ 
gestion of the lungs, in the forty-first year of 
his age. Steadfast and persevering in all he 
undertook, earnest in friendship, modest in 
demeanor, patient in adversity, 51r. Penny 
commanded the resjiect and won the esteem 
of all with whom he associated. He was kind 
to the distressed, gentle to those who suf­ 
fered, hosjiitable to the wayfarer, and no gen­ 
uine appeal to his generosity ever met with a 
repulse. 
Dying in a foreign land, away from 
home and kitidn-d, his last hours were soothed 
by the presence of his beloved wife, and 
faithful friends did all that human solicitude 
could do to soothe his sufferings and avert 
the blow ; and when his spirit winged its 
flight., laid him away gently, reading over his 
resting-place the beautiful service of the 
Church of England. Peace to his ashes 1 In 
him we lose a faithful friend, an earnest 
worker and an honest man ! ”

The chief cause to lie as­ 
signed for the obscurity of this district of 
mining country occurs from the fact that 
it is and has been almost inaccessible to 
roach except on horseback and by trail.

We had heard a great deal 
about the quicksilver interests in tho vicin­ 
ity of Cambria, but we were not prepared 
to see works of such an extensive nature 
as those of the Oceanic mine.

was worked. 
The company expended in 
this county for labor, etc., over $300,000. 
Only one assessment of $4,000 was ever 
levied on the stock, which is owned by a 
few men in San Francisco. 
Their mine is 
as good as it ever was, and the works can 
be put in running order in a short time 
and at very little expone. 
Some day 
quicksilver is going to be more valuable 
than a t present, aud then this property 
will again become remunerative.
